The study 
revealed that Wilmington water 
could be fluoridated "safely and 
effectively 

Martha Wood, Assistant Director 
of Dental Health for the health 
department, was present to go over 
costs and outline the fluoridation 
process. She told board members it 
was their perogative to order 
fluoridation after one or several 
public hearings are held on the 
issue, If 10 percent of the regis 
tered voters petition that the issue 
be placed on the ballot fluoridation 
could be a referendum question on 
a state or town ballot, she added 

Wood encouraged the board to 
place the question on the November 
1988 ballot as it may take a full 
year for the board to feel "com 
fortable" with its decision 
Chairman James Ficociello 
suggested public hearings start this 
November 

According to Wood, 56 percent 
of the state is drinking fluoridated 
water, She said fluoridation has 
proven to be the most cost effective 
method of reducing tooth decay. 

Wood explained that a small 
sodium fluoride metering system 
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could be installed at three 
Wilmington locations at an esti 
mated cost of $35,000. The cost of 
the fluoride chemical is expected to 
be another $14,000 per year. Upon 
receipt of Federal Preventive 
Health Block Grant funds, said 
Wood, the public health department 
would fund the cost of purchasing 
and installing the metering system 
as well as a two year supply of 
fluoride. After two years, the state 
would only reimburse a portion of 
the cost of the al

He 
said he wasn’t sure the town has had 
a chance to become a partner since 
the applicant has yet to supply all 
the necessary information to make 
an informed decision, He assured 
those present "the decision will not 
be rendered until we have all the 
answers we want.”

Wilmington police were part of a 
team of local and state police who 
arrested four people in Wobum on 
Thursday afternoon, seizing 
cocaine estimated to be worth $1 
million. Police had tailed the 
suspects from Logan Airport to a 
location off Route 93. 

Arrested were Ezegiel Crespa, 
35, of New York, Marie Walsh, 40, 
of 939 Main St., Woburn, Diane 
Masters, 20, of 27 Cranston Cir., 
Woburn, and Andres Gomez, 37, 
living in Florida, but a native of 
Columbia. They were all charged 
with trafficking in cocaine.

Police theorize that Guiliani was 
murdered, because the cocaine 
level in his blood was so abnormal 
ly high that it would have been im- 
possible for him to have self-ad- 
minister it. There was no sign of 
drugs or money in the car, although 
Guiliani was known to carry large 
amounts of cash, and was involved 
in a drug deal shortly before his 
body was found. Chief Bobby 
Stewart said Guiliani was known to 
have purchased two kilos of 
cocaine, and subsequently to have 
sold one kilo.

How you get to work is what really makes life all the more 
interesting. Your job itself may be lacking in excitement, or 
perhaps even mundane. But, should you care to commute daily on 
the commuter railway, you're sure to get your share of 
challenges, if not general aggravation. 

The Boston and Maine railroad has operated two lines through 
Wilmington for quite a few years now, though recently they lost 
their contract to Amtrak, In any event, not very much has 
changed, and the following is a typical day in the life of a B & M 
Deadhead, made all the worse when residing on Route 62, 
Burlington Avenue. 

The first challenge to anyone who lives down on Burlington 
Avenue, whether taking the train or driving to work, is 
successfully pulling your car out of the driveway. t's sort of like 
trying to cut in line at Filene’s Basement at 10:30 p.m. on 
Christmas Eve. You're basically taking your life into your hands, 
but you have no other choice. | have found the best method for 
success here is, “damn the torpedos and full speed ahead”. Just 
don't tell the local safety officer I said that 

Once on the road, you then have to figure out your ‘traffic 
route’, Traffic route is a new term which identifies a different 
route from the usual route you would take to any place in town 
during certain times of the day. It's in effect from 7:00 a.m, to 
9:00 a.m., and then from 3:30 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. If you live on 
Burlington Avenue, and somebody has to live there, it means you 
can never simply head down the road toward the Burlington 
Avenue bridge at ‘traffic route’ times. If you did this you'd be 
sure to hit a traffic jam up to Deming Way which would keep you 
crawling at about one mile per hour 

So when I've squeezed my car onto Rt. 62, I head down 
Boutwell Street, take a right on Aldrich, a right on Shawsheen 
over the Fred F. Cain Bridge, a left on 38, (where ! find even 
more traffic), a right on Glen Road, and then a right on Middlesex 
Avenue, All this probably sounds like directions to Jordan's 
Furniture, only missing the "left on Spitbrook, right at Daniel 
Webster", But if you need to get to the local train depot, this is the 
only way except for walking, And nobody walks these days 

And after driving the circumference of the town, when without 
traffic I could have gone straight down my own street to get to the 
train station in Wilmington Center, I have to park at ‘pot hole 
city’, adjacent to the post office. Who ever owns that small 
parking area must also own a front end alignment business. As 
you pull your car in you'll swear you have just landed on the lunar 
surface, Then when you exit your car, you get to walk through a 
nice field of mud, which makes the old shoes look just great for 
that important meeting you have scheduled with the big boss. 

By now the 8:06 a.m, train is about to leave, and my watch reads 
about 8:00 on the dot. As the train pulls in, you can't help shaking 
your head when you sce only three train cars, when you know 
about 500 people take this same commuter line before it arrives in 
North Station (and North Station is an experience in and of itself, 
which we'll save for later). 

Once on board, you can either flash your T Pass to the 
conductor, or hand him your ticket. For the rest of the ride, 
you're bound to be either cold or hot, depending upon the season 
Not wanting to be traditional like the rest of the transportation 
world, the railroad turns on their heat in the summer, and their 
air conditioning in the winter. This proves that they must have 
been recently bought out by Continental Airlines. To make 
matters a little more civilized for the 20 minute trek into what one 
commuter calls the ‘Emerald City’, a few of us got together once 
and signed a petition calling for donuts and coffee to be served by 
friendly stewardesses on board. I can't print what the response of 
the conductor was when we handed him this petition a while back. 

So if you must commute via the railway, and to make matters 
worse for yourself you live on Burlington Avenue, allow me to 
wish you the very best of luck. From the looks of things, it 
doesn't seem to be getting any easier.

When neighbors fight neighbors, the time fas come to put on the 
brakes. It's one thing to express a concern and ask a question. It's 
quite another to fling out accusations and undocumented statements in 
an effort to get even or put the other guy in his place. 

‘The push for condominiums under 774 and HOP is gaining momen- 
tum in Wilmington, Now more than ever cool heads should prevail. 
Each project should be dealt with on a rational level in a calm way. 

What's past should be viewed as "water under the dam." The future 
of our town is what's now at stake.

Next Wednesday evening, there will be a hearing in 
Wilmington on a proposal to build a facility to compost orburn 
sewage sludge. 

Obviously, such a facility does not rate a"10" on everybody's 
list of what they want in their back yard. Exactly how much 
Opposition there is in Wilmington to such a facility remains to be 
seen. Residents of Stoughton recently made it quite clear at a 
hearing that they do not want such a facility in their town. 
Quincy, too, has been loud and clear delivering its message. 

Any facility for disposing of sewage naturally falls into the 
NIMBY class -- it has to go somewhere, but not in my back 
yard. Equally popular are prisons, nuclear waste dumps, and oil 
refineries. 

The site in North Wilmington may be eliminated from 
consideration simply by the owners’ plans for the land, The part 
of the land which is residential may become a subdivision, if the 
special town meeting on Monday night approves rezoning it to 
smaller houselots, It may be that the entire matter is of no 
worry to Wilmington 

Before casting the matter aside, though, it might be a good 
idea to put yourself in the shoes of the officials of the Mass. 
Water Resources Authority. You have a half-million gallons of 
sludge being pumped into Boston Harbor every day, and you 
have to stop this. What are you going to do? 

Simply loading it on a barge and hauling it out to sea for 
dumping is out of the question. Congress won't let you do it. 
Your answer has to please a wide audience, including Congress, 
state and local officials, and hopefully, the general public 

In the best of all possible worlds, some scientist would come 
up with a way to make hamburgers out of sludge, and the 
MWRA could then sell the stuff to the highest bidding fast-food 
chain. Talk about a marketing coup! 

Short of being able to convert sludge into food, the next best 
answer is to convert it into soil, and that's what the hearing on 
Wednesday night is all about. The sludge plant is intended to 
take the solid residue of sewage and make it into dirt which can 
be safely used for topsoil, as long as it is not used for growing

There is one question which we haven't heard the answer to, 
one which was raised by Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. 
Much like Clara Peller's asking "Where's the beef?" Buzz has 
asked, "Where's the carrot?" If a community is to accept the 
sludge composting facility, it is quite likely that some incentives 
will be offered. We'd like to hear about possible incentives 
before rejecting the plant completely. 

Compared to many other things, perhaps a sludge plant 
wouldn't be all that bad. It doesn't glow in the dark, it won't 
blow up, and it can't escape and mug you. 

Much of the problem we're faced with could be laid to the 
mentality of the flush toilet. People have become used to pushing 
a little lever, and that nasty stuff goes away. The only problem is 
that it doesn't really go away. Somebody has to deal with it 

Before you say, "Not in my back yard!" stop and think about 
where that stuff from your toilet will ultimately go. If your 
home has a septic system, it is going in your back yard already. 
From there, it eventually gets pumped out and dropped into the 
sewer. Tewksbury recently found itself having no facility where 
"honey wagons" could unload. The town finally arranged to 
have a dumping facility near Worcester. The cost of pumping a 
septic system in Tewksbury jumped to about $200. A 
Wilmington homeowner can take advantage of a special, and 
have his system pumped for $45, simply because the town is tied 
into the MWRA sewer system, 

That benefit is not without a cost. Somehow, somewhere, the 
MWRA has to take careof your sludge.

Youngsters help design playground

More than 500 Wilmington 
residents listened attentively last 
Thursday as architect Robert 
Leathers outlined his schematic 
design for Wilmington's proposed 
play area Kidsplace 

The evening meeting at the 
Shawsheen School was the success: 
ful culmination of weeks of hard 
work by the Kidsplace Committee 
and input from Wilmington school 
children, who submitted three 
dimensional drawings and sculp 
tures of their dream playground, 
Leathers incorporated many of the 
ideas in his initial design, which 
will become final in another few 
weeks, 

Some of the highlights of the 
Wilmington playground will be a 
huge wooden whale for climbing, a 
mirror maze and interconnecting 
ageways, a spiral staircase into 
a tower, a fort with a tire stacked 
exit, an obstacle course, a suspen- 
sion bridge, an ampitheater seating 
up to 200 children, a picnic area, 
and a handicapped area with 
wheelchair ramps. 

"The whole thing is just so mind 
boggling,” said an enthusiastic 
Barbara Cannon who, with her 
husband John, is spearheading the 
effort on behalf of the entire 
community. Cannon noted all the 
effort which went into last 
Thursday's Design Day was well 
worth it when she saw the 
"incredible" look on the faces of the 
children that night. 

During Design Day itself, 
Leathers and his associate Rachael 
Wagner met with all elementary 
children as well as DPW head Bob 
Palmer, Recreation Dept, head Ron 
Swazey, and Schoo! Supt. Robert 
Horan. Meetings were held not only 
on the eventual design but on the 
site itself, which is the present 
location of the Shawsheen School 
playground. Kidsplace will run the 
length of the parking lot and curve 
along the tennis court area. After 
construction, it will be maintained 
by a six member committee known 
as Friends of the Park 

Thursday evening, 150 residents 
signed up for Construction Week- 
end slated, at this writing, for June 
1988. During Construction Week- 
end, which generally extends from 
Wednesday through Sunday, local 
citizens will gather at the site rain 


or shine to share the work and 
make the dream become a reality 

According to Cannon, her goal is 
to have 400 residents signed up by 
November 1 and 1500 names by 
next June. She invites young and 
old alike to participate, either 
taking part in the actual 
construction in four hour shifts, 
babysitting, or serving food. 

"This is a townwide project. 
There are enough jobs for 
everyone,” she told the Town 
Crier, adding “we will be 
canvassing this town like a 
blanket.” 

Part of the effort includes raising 
the $35,000 to $40,000 necessary to 
cover all costs beyond donations of 
tools and time and expertise by 
local citizens. To date, said Cannon, 
$4,000 has been raised and two 
people have volunteered their 
services in landscaping and 
masonry work. 

The committee's kickoff fund- 
raiser will be a “Buy a Board” 
campaign where residents will be 
asked to contribute either three or 
five dollars towards the cost of the 
high quality lumber. 

Publicity will be generated 
through special editions of 
elementary newspapers and gaily 
colored shopping bags placed in 
local supermarkets. The bags will 
be decorated by Wilmington 
children with their dream 
playgrounds and a plea to support 
Kidsplace. A second fundraiser, 
"Pennies From Hea’ ” will most 
likely be held in February, said 
Cannon. This fun type activity will 
ask all children and teenagers to 
bring pennies they've saved to a 
central school location. 

The Kidsplace Committee 
consists of several hardworking 


coordinators. They are Anne 
Falanga and Joanne Neale 
(volunteers), Sandy Arciero 


(publicity), Gail Holloway and 
Marilyn Hanrahan (fundraising), 
Debby Birmingham, Susan Mac- 
thy, and Cannon (children's 
committee), Cathy Dellascio and 
Sally Torpy (food), Jim Gillis and 
John Cannon (materials), Artie 
Dellascio (tools), and Linda White- 
bone (treasurer).

"claw-like" deformity of 


the first joint of the smaller toes. The joint "buckles" 
upwards and rubs in the shoes. The rubbing 
irritates the skin and the joint and causes a painful 
swollen joint along with a corn over the joint. 

Correction of this deformity can be simple 
releasing of the tendons, to releasing of the tendons 
in combination with removal of a small piece of

Cable changeover starts 
November 1 in Wilmington 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Greater Boston Cable is 
Preparing to switch Wilmington 
subscribers over to its new cable 
system beginning November 1. 
According to General Manager 
Richard Wadman, all customers are 
expected to be hooked into the new 
trunk line by early spring. 

At an informational meeting last 
Wednesday, Wadman and other 
company representatives were 
Present to outline the changeover 
procedure and the advantages of the 
new system. 

Everyone except residents in the 
newest subdivisions will have 
access to cable TV at a $9.95 per 
month cost for basic service and 
$13.50 per month cost for 
expanded service. 

The $13.50 will include wireless 
remote control and an addressable 
converter to be installed in each 
subscriber's home. Under the 
expanded service, approximately 
15 more channels, including 
entertainment and additional movie 
channels, will be available. With 
the new system, residents should 
also notice a "dramatic" improve- 
ment in picture quality as well as 
improved service and dependa- 
bility, said Wadman, 

Greater Boston Cable representa- 
tives have been working to divide 
the town into approximately 85 
sections or neighborhoods. Begin- 
ning October 1, residents in the 
first section will be notified of the 
changeover. 

To facilitate the changeover pro: 
cess,a representative will visit each 
home in a particular section Satur- 
days and weekday evenings to 
explain the new system, set up a 
time when the converter will be 
installed, and make the changeover 
“as painless as possible.” Visits will 
be set up at the customer's 
convenienge, though Wadman 
stressed ite converter is not in 
place by “the changeover date, 
customers will lose service. 

The first changeover is expected 
to occur around November 1. At 
that time, all customers on a given 
street will have their cable systems 
shut down at 7 a.m. and the new 
system hooked up by 3:30 p.m.that 


same day. This will continue for the 
next five months on a street by 
street basis. Wadman added that 
changeover dates as well as street 
listings will be published in the 
Town Crier. 

"The whole thing is a complex 
procedure. We hired extra people 
to iake care of any problems ... We 
do expect people to be happ: 
optimistic Wadman told the Town 
Crier. 

Many of those present on 
Wednesday belonged to the Cable 
TV Task Force and the non-profit 
cable corporation. Some members 
pointed to the system's disadvan- 


tages. They said under the new 
system the town has no control if 
prices go up or programs change.

September 30 hearing on 
Wilmington sludge plant site 


The proposal for a sludge plant in 
North Wilmington will be presen- 
ted in a hearing next Wednesday 
night at the Wilmington Town Hall. 

It is not without irony that the 
same parcel proposed for the plant 
is also up for rezoning in the special 
town meeting on Monday night 

The Massachusetts Water Resour 
ces Authority (MWRA) in August 
announced a list of twelve sites for 
potential use in its residuals man- 
agement program. The MWRA is 
charged with rectifying a problem 
ridden sewer system which 
presently dumps some 500,000 
gallons of sludge into Boston 
Harbor every day. The MWRA is 
scheduled to stop dumping sludge 
into the harbor by 1991 

The Wilmington site would 
receive digested sludge from the 
Deer Island sewage treatment plant 
by way of Lynn South Harbor, 
Once in Wilmington a portion of 
the sludge would be composted, and

The announcement of the sites 
spurred a great deal of negative 
reaction, Nobody, it seems, wants a 
sludge plant in their town, At a 
hearing in Stoughton last week, 
some 1000 angry residents told the 
MWRA they did not want a sludge 
plant in their town 

The MWRA held a press confer 
ence this month to discuss the 
residuals program. On hand was 
Melanie Thomas, manager of the 
program, along with other 
officials. 

Among the questions asked was 
what would happen if one of the 
sites were to be built upon. Thomas 
replied that the MWRA is monitor- 
ing the status of the sites. If one 
were eliminated by development, 
there would be no problem. If all 
three sites of a particular type were 
eliminated, the MWRA would 
return to its list and choose other 
sites in order of siting criteria 

Composting, she said, was the 
favored technology for sludge 
processing, The composting would 
be done in enclosed chambers, with 
air pumped into the sludge. When 
finished, the material would 
resemble loam, and would be a safe 
material to handle. Bags of com 
posted sludge were handed out to 
reporters. 

Composted sludge is classified in 
three levels. Level One can be used 
anywhere. Level Two is restricted,

It is safe for use on 
lawns, but not for raising food 
Level Three carries a high level of 
heavy metals, and is quite restricted 
as to where it may be placed. When 
it is placed on property, there must 
be a notation on the deed. 

Deer Island produces sludge that 
falls-into Level Two. None in the 
state would fall into Level One, said 
Thomas. 

The North Wilmington site for 
the proposed sludge plant is about 
50 acres, most of which is owned 
by the Sciarappa family, and is 
under a purchase and sale agree- 
ment to Danco Development Corp. 
Danco is seeking to rezone the land 
from R60 to R20 to allow smaller 
houselots. A small portion of the 
site is industrial land owned by the 
Tambone Corp. 

The MWRA has issued a set of 
three volumes called the Residuals 
Management Facilities Plan. One 
volume contains the site screening 
methodology, the second the site 
screening results, and the third the 
candidate options identification 

Public comments are being 
accepted in writing on the three 
reports. They should be addressed 
to MEPA (Mass.

The public comment period has 
been extended from 30 to 60 days, 
and now runs through Nov. 13.

Neighborhood Network is an 


emergency shelter program which 
serves youth ages 11-18. We 
provide shelter for youngsters via 
short-term foster homes for a 
period of one to 45 days with the 
average stay of the young being 30 
days. 

Although offered under the aus- 
pices of the Woburn Council of 
Social Concern, we are "Woburn" 
in name only. Neighbor Network 
presently serves six towns of the 
Mystic Valley Area, including 
Winchester, Wilmington, Burling- 
ton, Arlington, and Lexington. 

The youth we serve come to us 
from situations where they have 
been emotionally, physically and/or 
sexually abused; oftentimes they 
have been neglected or exploited 
Some of the teenagers we see are in 
need of a “cooling off" period after 
a major family crisis. These kids 
are from our communities and in 
need of our help. 

Neighbor Network foster homes 
provide these youths with a safe, 
supportive environment, During 
their stay, both the youngsters and 
their families can begin to work on 
the issues that precipitated the need 
for emergency shelter 

As host parents, Neighbor 
Network families receive a daily 
stipend to help defray the cost of 
room and board. We also offer 
monthly training and support 
sessions as well as weekly meetings 
while a youth is in placement. Our 
24 hour beeper service means that 
no host parent is ever alone; a staff 
member can be reached at any time, 
for any reason 

The need for emergency shelter is 
an on-going problem. Right now 
we are facing a critical shortage of 
temporary foster parents. It is a 
community problem that requires a 
community response. The numbers 
of runaway and throwaway youth 
have reached epidemic propor- 
tions. In order to help our teen- 
agers, we must educate ourselves 
about the problem and become 
familiar with the available resour- 
ces. Neighbor Network staff is 
available to speak to local church 
and civic groups regarding these 
issues 

Neighbor Network has proven 
very successful for those youths we 
have served. We have seen 
remarkable results. Unfortunately, 
we are unable to serve all of the 
adolescents appropriate and in need 
of our services due to the shortage 
of foster homes. In order to con- 
tinue to be successful, we urgently 
need more families to open their 
homes.

My original plan was to stay at an inn 
$0 as 


ample of 13th-century Gothic architec- 
ture at my leisure. But every lodging with 
some appeal was booked because the an- 
nual county fair was in full swing. 

Rather than settle on a place in the 
outskirts, I took a quick tour of the cathe- 
dral and then looked at 
my map to find an inter- 
esting alternative. To the 
southeast of Lincoln I saw 
Boston marked on the 
map. This impromptu dis- 
covery immediately 
perked up my spirit, and 
with renewed enthusiasm 
I headed for the town 
from whence our Pilgrim 
fathers had come. 

Thad driven south from 
the highlands of Scotland 
and was by this time well 
conditioned to the steep 
mountains, high hills, roll- 
ing countryside, and curving roads. As 1 
drew closer to Boston, however, I found 
myself moving along what seemed like an 
absolutely level landscape, more reminis- 
cent of the Netherlands than England. I 
was to learn later that this area of Lin- 
,Selnshire is called “the Parts of Holland.” 
This rich agricultural district is also 
known as Fenland, and the Romans were 
the first to reclaim the fecund soil for 
farming.

Ceolfrid from Wearmouth, traveled long 
distances to Boston just to converse with 
Botolph. 

The name Boston is a corruption of its 
second appellation — Botolph's Town. 
The Puritan émigrés from this region im- 
parted the name of Boston on what would 
become the capital of their new common- 
wealth in Massachusetts. And the old us- 
age of “Botolph” can be found as the 
name of a street and that of an exclusive 
men’s club in New England’s Boston

Someone who called and 
wished he hadn't is Frank (Sean 
Chapman), the degenerate 
black sheep of a seemingly 
normal family. The guy has 
chased after every thrill 
imaginable, so he buys the cube 
from a curious-looking Oriental 
gentleman thinking it will give 
him a jolt to end all others, It 
did, but it also ended Frank. 

Enter Frank’s family, who 
has just moved into the old 
homestead. They think Frank is 
in trouble and on the run again, 
when in reality his corpse is 
under the floorboards. Brother 
Larry (Andrew Robison) cuts 
his hand while moving in and 
some of his blood drips through 
the cracks in the floor and 
through the cracks in Frank, 
causing Frank to literally pull it 
all together. But Frank is 
curiously out of his skin and 
convinces Larry's wife Julia to 
lure people to the house, 
because the more blood Frank 
drinks, the more skin he grows.

“Tribal Traditions of Kenya," 
a multimedia exhibit 
highlighting the infinite cultural 
variety of this East African 
country, will offer a glimpse of 
life quite different from the 
world most Americans know.
